Home  Mission  Board  Raises 


VICKSBURG  Fll

"Tithes  And  Offerings"  b  Basis  Of 
Crystal  Springs  Stewardship  Program 


ATLANTA,  Ga.  — <BP>—  Tte 
Home  Mission  Board  is  providing 
1940,000  for  the  special  western 
church  building  loan  project  in¬ 
stead  of  $500,000  as  originally  plan¬ 
ned.  The  new  figure  was  announced 
following  a  meeting  of  the  Home 
Mission  Board  during  Home  Mis¬ 
sion  Week  at  Ridgecrest  in  Au¬ 
gust. 

According  to  Dr.  Courts  Redford, 
assistant  executive  secretary  of  the 

Board,  the  money  is  to  be  obtain¬ 
ed:  (1)  $440,000  from  the  regular 
church  building  loan  fund.  Here¬ 
tofore  this  money  has  been  used 
for  revolving  and  material  loans. 
This  money  will  be  available  only 
as  it  is  repaid  by  churches  that  now 
have  it  borrowed.  (2)  $500,000  to 
be  borrowed  by  the  Home  Board 
from  banks  in  September  as  au¬ 
thorized  earlier  this  year. 

This  $940,000  may  be  borrowed, 
as  it  is  available,  by  western 
churches  in  amounts  not  to  exceed 


ments.  Churches  granted  loans 
from  this  fund  must  be  less  than 
five  years  old  and  promise  to  repay 
within  six  years.  Approximately  150 
churches  can  be  helped  in  the  next 
six  years. 

Concerning  the  total  western 
church  building  needs  Dr.  Redford 
says,  “It  is  difficult  to  know  the 
exact  needs  for  church  buildings  in 
the  West  According  to  1951  reports 
there  were  673  churches  in  the 
western  states,  502  of  these  bad 
church  property  leaving  111  that 
had  no  building  of  any  kind.  The 
best  information  that  we  can  get 
indicates  that  at  least  300  of  these 
have  need  for  better  buildings  or 
enlarged  buildings.  Thus  there  are 
at  least  400  churches  in  the  west¬ 
ern  states  that  either  need  new 
buildings  or  need  to  enlarge  their 
present  plants.  . 


The  “ti'hes  and  offerings”  plan 
of  financing  the  Kingdom  is  kept 
before  the  Crystal  Springs  Baptist 
Church  and  r  s  a  result  the  budget 
of  the  church  has  grown  in  five 
years  from  $28,000  to  $65,000  tor 
the  coming  year. 

The  pastor  Rev.  M.  D.  Morton, 
says  the  church  believes  in  a 
••well  balanced,  proportionate  em¬ 
phasis  and  support  of  all  phases 
of  the  causes  dear  to  the  heart 
of  Christ/' 

As  a  further  result  the  church 
has  been  enabled  to  care  for  all 
local  needs,  expand  its  building 
and  also  give  33  1-3  per  cent  of 
budget  funds  to  world  missions 
through  the  Cooperative  Program. 

The  church  in  1949  took  a  great 
step  forward  when  it  adopted  the 
Unified  Budget  system,  which  sup¬ 
ports  all  its  organizations  and  its 
causes. 

Numbered  and  dated  envelopes 
are  furnished  all  members  of  the 
church  and  Sunday  School. 

All  receipts  in  excess  of  budgeted 
amounts  are  transferred  to  the 
building  fund  at  the  end  of  each 
I  month. 

A  committee  of  five  elected  by 
the  church  serve  as  the  counting 
committee  and  count  and  deposit 
all  funds. 

The  church  treasurer  makes  a 
report  monthly  to  the  church. 

A  letter  is  sent  quarterly  to  each 
family  in  the  church  reporting  on 
the  different  phases  of  the  work 
and  a  report  of  the  contributions 
of  each  member  of  the  family  is 
included  in  the  letter. 

Although  the  church  emphasized 
the  Coopeiauve  Program  as  the 
basis  of  its  gifts  to  missions  it 
does  observe  a  minimum  number 
cf  special  offerings.  One  special 
offering  far  the  Building  Fund  is 
taken  each  year. 

Although  Crystal  Springs  is  a 
small  community  the  church  is 
comparatively  large  and  in  the 
words  of  the  pastor,  in  “1952-53 
we  will  try  to  reach  more  of  our 
people  in  this  stewardship  pro¬ 
gram.”

ual  sacrifices,  acceptable  to  God 
by  Jesus  Christ.”  (I  Peter  2:5) 
Jesus  Christ  is  our  high  priest, 
and  we  need  no  other  to  mediate 
between  us  and  God. 

No  Sacramental  Salvation 
Because  we  believe  in  the  com¬ 
petency  of  the  soul  to  deal  with 
God  for  itself  we  do  not  believe  in 
a  sacramental  salvation.  There  is 
no  power  in  the  baptismal  waters 
to  wash  away  sin,  nor  is  there  vir¬ 
tue  in  the  elements  used  in  the 
Lord’s  Supper  to  improve  one's 
standing  with  God.  The  soul  an¬ 
swers  direct  to  God  for  itself, 
without  the  intervention  of  ordi¬ 
nances  or  sacraments.  The  soul's 
dealing  with  God  is  a  personal 
matter  and  is  decided  on  the  basis 
of  faith  or  the  lack  of  faith. 

End  Of  Infant  Baptism 

When  the  competency  of  the  soul 
to  deal  with  God  for  itself  is  ac¬ 
cepted  the  practice  of  infant  bap¬ 
tism  is  abolished.  The  individual 
needs  neither  sponsor  nor  proxy  in 
religion.  He  deals  with  God  for 
himself. 

He  does  not  need  another  to  per¬ 
form  his  religious  acts  in  his  stead 
or  for  him.  Infant  baptism  is  an 
effort  to  induce  salvation  upon  an¬ 
other  person  wbo  knows  nothing 
about  it  or  wbo  has  had  nothing 
to  do  with  the  choice.  No  one  can 
make  religious  choices  and  deci¬ 
sions  for  another. 

Separation  of  Church.  Stato 
Religious  liberty  and  the  separa¬ 
tion  of  the  church  and  state  are 
direct  outgrowths  of  the  principle 
of  the  competency  of  the  soul  to 
deal  with  God  for  itself.  No  man 
or  institution  has  a  right  to  inter¬ 
fere  with  a  man’s  own  dealings 
»ith  God.  There  can  be  no  coer¬ 
cion  in  religion.  If  force  is  used 
to  determine  a  man’s  standing  be¬ 
fore  God,  then  he  cannot  be  re¬ 
sponsible  for  himself.  This  vio¬ 
lates  our  fundamental  principle. 

If  the  stal*  seeks  to  establish  a 
religion,  it  seeks  to  force  a  re¬ 
ligion  upon  people  without  their 
free  choice.  If  the  state  supports 
one  religion  above  another,  or  if  it 
mipports  any  religion  at  all  for 
an  that  matter,  it  is  forcing  Ms  cM*

Are  we  thus  to 
be  propagandized  into  holding  that 
only  ‘duly  constituted’  religious 
bodies  of  size,  recognized  by  gov¬ 
ernment,  are  to  be  allowed  to 
functioo?  Minorities  have  rights 
as  well  as  majorities.  The  Roman 
Catholic  Church  in  the  United 
States  of  America  is  a  minority, 
but  it  has  been  allowed  full  free¬ 
dom  here.  Big  churches  had  bet¬ 
ter  protect  the  rights  of  little 
churches,  or  else  totalitarian  pow¬ 
ers,  political  and  ecclesiastical, 
will  do  away  with  religious  lib¬ 
erty  for  anybody.”  • 

Theron  Rankin,  executive  secre¬ 
tary  of  the  Southern  Baptist  For¬ 
eign  Mission  Board:  “It  is  stated 
in  the  news  dispatches  from  Rome 
that  the  real  issue  with  the 
churches  that  have  been  closed  is 
the  fact  that  they  have  been  win¬ 
ning  converts  from  Catholicism. 
This,  of  c outre,  is  a  direct  issue 
of  religious  liberty.  If  a  Protest¬ 
ant  church  in  Italy  hasn't  the 
right  to  win  converts,  then  it  has 
no  right  of  religious  liberty.  It  is 
only  tolerated  for  private  wor¬ 
ship.”  • 

George  W.  Sadler,  Foreign  Mis¬ 
sion  Board  secretary  to  Europe, 
Africa  and  the  Near  Eaet:  "Lead¬ 
ers  of  the  Church  of  Christ  in  Italy 
may  have  been  less  tactful  than 
Ulbse  of  the  Baptists  and  Meth¬ 
odists.  That,  however,  does  pot 
excuse  Italian  officials  for  ordei* 
ing  their  placet  of  worship  dosed. 
This  action  is  doubtless  a  part  of 
the  picture  of  what  Dr.  Manfredi 
Roochi,  Baptist  leader  of  Rome, 
calls  ' bloodless  persecution.* 

“As  an  illustration  of  what  is 
meant  by  ‘oloodless  persecution,’ 
Baptists  recently  acquired  prop¬ 
erty  in  a  community  where  they 
are  making  a  beginning.  Up  to  the 
time  of  my  visit  in  July,  they  had 
been  unable  to  have  the  privilege 
of  city  water.”

Others  Are  Inconsistent 

Others  may  say  that  they  be¬ 
lieve  in  ths  competency  of  th  e 
soul  to  deal  with  God  for  itself,  but 
they  violate  that  faith  by  insisting 
on  baptism  »&  a  requirement  for 
salvation,  by  baptizing  an  infant 
before  it  has  the  capacity  to  exer¬ 
cise  its  own  chokes,  by  saying  that 
we  mast  confess  to  a  priest  and 
that  the  pne^t  must  intercede  be¬ 
fore  acceptance  can  be  secured 
with  God,  oy  allowing  the  state  to 
have  an  official  religion  and  thus 
coerce  people  into  a  faith  they  do 
not  voluntarily  accept.  Very  few, 
if  any,  of  the  denominations  fol¬ 
low  through  with  the  principle  of 
the  competency  of  the  soul  as  the 
Baptists  do. 

Private  Interpretation 

Out  of  our  fundamental  principle 
emerges  certain  other  fundamen¬ 
tal  truths  which  Baptists  hold  to 
be  more  de«r  than  life  itself.  We 
believe  that  every  individual  has 
the  right  'as  well  as  the  responsi¬ 
bility)  to  read  and  interpret  the 


tbe  dictates  of  popes,  councils, 
creeds,  conventions  or  churches  to 
tell  us  what  God  wants  us  to  know. 
The  individual  is  free  and  compe¬ 
tent. 

Against  this  right  of  private  in 
erpretation  is  often  quoted  II  Pet¬ 
er  1:20,  which  anys,  “No  prophecy 
of  the  scripture  is  of  any  private 
interpretation."  But  if  you  will 
make  a  careful  study  of  that 
whole  passage  (verses  U-21)  you 
will  discover  that  Peter  is  saying 
th  a  t  when  the  Old  Testament 
prophets  spoke  they  were  not  giv¬ 
ing  their  own  private  interpret* 
tfoo  of  the  things  of  God.  They 
were  giving  God  *  interpretation  to 
men.  Thus  was  made  more  sure 
their  word  of  prophecy,  making  it 
more  binding  upon  us. 

Priesthood  of  Believers 

Because  we  believe  in  the  com¬ 
petency  of  the  soul  to  deal  with 
God  for  itself,  we  also  believe  that 
we  need  no  official  church  help  in 
our  approach  to  God.

T.  L.  Holcomb,  Executive  Secre¬ 
tary  of  the  Sunday  School  Board, 
makes  the  following  statement: 
“Devout  men  have  worked  tire¬ 
lessly  for  years  to  translate  the 
Scriptures  into  the  language  of 
our  times,  and  I  trust  that  South¬ 
ern  Baptist  leaders  have  helped  to 
bring  this  Version  to  fruition.  We 
believe  its  publication  is  a  notable 
event  in  accord  with  God’s  desire 
that  each  generation  shall  have 
His  Word  in  the  living  language 
of  the  times.”

Why  Permit  Gambling 
At  The  State  Fair? 

Bob  Cook’s  column  in  the  Pon¬ 
totoc  Progress  has  a  statement 
concerning  the  recent  Pontotoc 
fair  that  is  alarming.

Next  week  the  Mississippi  State 
fair  will.be  held  in  Jackson.  Thou¬ 
sands  of  people  will  be  in  attend¬ 
ance  and  unless  it  is  different 
from  other  fairs  gamblers  will  be 
there.  So  far  as  we  know,  open 
gambling  is  not  permitted  in  the 
city  of  Jackson.  We  hope  that  our 
police  will  be  equally  alert  con¬ 
cerning  the  fair  w-eek  gambling. 

Gambling  is  wrong  at  any  time. 
Jusl  because  the  fair  is  going  on 
i*  no  reason  for  officers  to  wink 
their  eyes  at  such  lawbreaking. 

There  are  enough  exhibits  and 
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service.  Urge  all  the  men  of  the 
church  to  come,  especially  tlu>se 
who  will  have  a  place  to  fill  in 
the  various  services  of  the  church 

during  the  day. 

5.  If  time  of  broadcast  does  not 
conflict  with  the  services  of  the 
church,  plan  a  special  meeting  of 
the  men  of  the  church  and  church 
community  to  listen  to  the  Bap¬ 
tist  Hour.  Such  a  meeting  may  l>e 
held  in  the  church  auditorium. 
Both  saved  and  lost  men  should 
be  urged  to  attend. 

6.  Work  with  the  choir  director 
that  the  men  may  furnish  special 
music  for  the  worship  services  of 
the  day.  Solos,  duets,  quartets,  and 
even  a  large  male  chorus  or  choir 
may  be  in  order. 

7.  Plan  with  the  pastor  to  have 
men  read  the  Scriptures  and  give 

.  brief  personal  testimonies  at  both 
the  morning  and  evening  worship 
hours. 

8.  Plan  to  give  the  day  wide 
publicity.  Use  telephones,  church 
bulletin  and  personal  visitation

And  gambling  does  not 
draw  crowds,  it  only  helps  sepa¬ 
rate  them  from  their  money  and 
brings  nothing  in  return.

Men  Can  Give 
Meaning  To 
Layman's  Day 

Southern  Baptists  will  observe 
Layman’s  Day  on  October  12.  This 
special  day  on  our  denominational 
calendar  offers  the  churches  an 
added  opportunity  to  recognize 
and  honor  their  men.  It  should  be 
a  “big  day”  in  every  church.  Elab- 
*  orate  plans  should  be  made  for  it. 
In  churches  with  Brotherhoods  the 
pastors  should  work  very,  closely 
with  the  leaders  of  these  organi¬ 
zations  in  making  the  plans  for 
the  proper  observance  of  the  day. 
In  churches  that  do  not  have  Bro¬ 
therhoods  it  is  suggested  that  the 
pastor  appoint  or  select  a  few  of 
the  key  men  in  the  church  to  as¬ 
sist  him  in  formulating  and  pro¬ 
moting  the  special  plans  for  the 
day. 

Listed  below  are  twelve  sugges¬ 
tions  that  the  Brotherhood  officers 
or  pastor-appointed  groups  of  men 
can  follow  in  an  effort  to  assure 
the  proper  observance  of  Lay¬ 
man’s  Day  in  their  church. 

1.  Meet  with  the  pastor  and 
prayerfully  lay  the  promotional 
plans  for  the  special  day. 

2.  Make  plans  and  promote  spe¬ 
cial  drives  to  reach  all  the  men  of 
the  church  for  all  the  services  of 
the  church  during  the  day. 

3.  With  the  cooperation  of  the 
Sunday  School  leadership  plan  to 
have  men  conduct  the  devotionals 
in  all  the  departments  of  the  Sun¬ 
day  School,  also  teach  all  the 
classes  from  the  junior  through 
the  adult  departments.  The  same 
thing  in  Training  Union. 

4.  Plan  an  early  morning  prayer 


that  everyone  in  the  church  and 
church  community  may  be  made 
conscious  of  the  purpose  and  sig¬ 
nificance  of  layman’s  Day. 

9.  Prepare  a  special  letter,  sign¬ 
ed  by  the  pastor  and  Brotherhood 
president  (or  chairman  of  the  spe¬ 
cial  committee  appointed  by  the 
pastor)  send  it  to  every  man  who 
is  a  member  of  the  church.  Let¬ 
ter  should  contain  information 
relative  to  the  special  day  and  its 
significance  to  the  life  of  the 
church.  It  should  be  closed  with 
a  strong  appeal  for  the  recipient 
to  make  an  all-out  effort  to  attend 
all  the  services  in  the  church  dur¬ 
ing  the  day. 

10.  If  possible,  plan  for  and 
sponsor  a  special  radio  broadcast 
during  the  day,  either  the  morn¬ 
ing  or  evening  worship  hour,  an 
early  morning  devotional  period, 
or  a  late  evening  “back  home” 
hour. 

11.  Plan  and  work  to  the  end 
that  the  pews  of  the  church  will 
be  filled  with  men  when  the  pas¬ 
tor  preaches  at  both  the  morning 
and  evening  services.  Pastor  will 
bring  messages  that  will  have  a 
manly  emphasis  and  challenge. 

12.  Pray  that  God*  will  bless 
each  and  every  effort  put  forth 
during  the  day.

Prize  Winning  Hymn  Written 
By  Retired  School  Teacher 
Commemorates  New  Version  of  Bible 

NEW  YORK,  Sept.  27 — A  retired  school  teacher  of  Central  Falls, 
Rhode  Island,  in  competition  with  scores  of  the  nation’s  most  successful 
hymn  writers,  has  written  the  hymn  that  the  nation  will  sing  in  cele¬ 
bration  of  the  appearance  of  a  Bible  in  the  language  of  the  people. 

•  The  Divine  Gift,”  the  result  of  an  inspiration  that  came  one  night 
to  Miss  Sarah  E.  Taylor  as  she  was  going  to  sleep,  had  its  premier  at 
3,200  celebrations  of  the  publication  of  the  Revised. Standard  Version 
of  the  Bible. Tuesday  night,  September  30. 

The  hooor  of  having  her  hymn  sung  the  same  evening  by  more 
than  2,000,000  Christians  in  hundreds  of  cities,  towns  and  villages  came 
to  Miss  Taylor,  school  teacher  for  nearly  50  years,  by  a  judges’  decision 
declaring  her  the  winner  of  a  nationwide  contest  in  which  550  hymns 
were  submitted.  The  contest  was  conducted  by  the  Hymn  Society  of 
America. 

In  announcing  the  winner  of  the  contest.  Dr.  Reginald  McAU, 
executive  secretary  of  the  Hymn  Society,  said  Miss  Taylor’s  hymn  is 
assured  “the  greatest  introduction  ever  given  any  hymn.’’  It  will  be 
sung  to  the  tune  of  “Ancient  of  Days,”  known  to  virtually  all  Protest¬ 
ants,,  or  “Charterhouse,”  an  alternate  tune.  The  hymn  follows:

A  New  Old  Testament 

(Continued  From  Page  One) 

aion  was  still  adequate,  and  that 
any  change  from  it  would  be  a  mis¬ 
take.  However,  the  committee  fin¬ 
ally  readied  an  almost  unanimous 
agreement  in  favor  of  revision  along 
certain  lines.  The  translation  was 
to  be  kept  as  near  the  King  James 
tradition  as  possible  in  the  light  of 
our  present  knowledge  of  Greek 
and  Hebrew  texts  on  the  one  hand, 
and  our  present  understanding  of 
English  on  the  other. 

The  original  committee  was  soon 
enlarged  to  fifteen  members  who 
worked  along  with  an  Advisory 
Board  of  fifty  representatives  of 
the  cooperating  denominations.  The 
committee  worked  in  two  sections, 
one  dealing  with  die  Old  Testament 
and  one  with  the  New  Testament. 
Each  section  submitted  its  work  to 
the  other,  and  a  two  third  majori¬ 
ty  vote  of  the  entire  committee  was 
necessary  to  change  any  previous¬ 
ly  authorized  reading. 

About  the  time  the  committee 
was  ready  to  begin  its  work  on 
the  actual  translation,  our  country 
was  plunged  into  a  great  financial 
depression,  and  the  work  ceased  in 
January,  1932,  due  to  lack  of  funds 
for  necessary  expenses.  It  should 
be  said  here  that  these  necessary 
expenses  never  included  stipends 
or  honoraria  for  the  members  of 
the  committee.  The  Executive  Sec. 
retary,  whose  time  was  almost  en¬ 
tirely  consumed  with  this  work,  was 
the  only  member  ever  to  re¬ 
ceive  a  salary.  We  owe  an  im¬ 
mense  debt  of  gratitude  to  those 
who  labored  so  long  and  faithfully 
to  make  this  new  translation  poso- 
sible  without  any  material  reward 
for  themselves. 

It  was  not  until  1937  that  suffi¬ 
cient  funds  were  secured  to  contin¬ 
ue  the  work.  It  became  necessary 
at  that  time  to  reorganize  the  com 
m  it  tee  since  only  six  members  of 
the  older  committee  could  continue. 

In  February,  1946,  nine  years  af¬ 
ter  the  work  was  resumed,  the 
Revised  Standard  Version  of  the 
New  Testament  was  published.  In 
one  short  year  after  its  publication 
one  million  copies  had  already 
been  sold. 

The  problems  confronting  the 
Old  Testament  section  of  the  com¬ 
mittee  were  much  more  varied, 
numerous,  and  difficult  than  those 
with  which  the  New  Testament  sec¬ 
tion  had  to  deal.  But  “just  past 
noon  on  the  twenty  fourth  day  of 
June,  1951,  the  Old  Testament  sec¬ 
tion  of  the  Standard  Bible  Commit¬ 
tee,  wearied  by  twelve  full  days  of 
intensive  work  together,  brought  to 
a  close  the  final  discussion  of  a 
point  of  translation  policy,  thus 
ending  the  formal  committee  ses¬ 
sions  on  the  Revised  Standard  Ver. 
lion.”  For  fourteen  years  many  of 
them  had  met  periodically  for 
these  meetings.  This  was  their  last. 
At  the  suggestion  of  their  chairman 
they  arose  about  a  long  table  piled 
with  reference  books.  Dr.  Fleming 
James,  their  executive  secretary, 
was  asked  to  lead  in  prayer. 

A  moment  of  silence  preceded 
the  prayer.  It  was  a  high  moment 
for  these  men  —  a  historic  moment 
for  the  kingdom  of  God.  What  stir¬ 
red  within  the  hearts  of  those 
scholars  as  they  stood  with  bowed 
heads  the  world  will  never  know. 
Perhaps  it  was  a  quick  reflection 
back  over  the  mans  rears  during 


which  they  had  labored  together 
at  their  sacred  task.  Some  may 
have  reflected  momentarily  upon 
the  depletion  of  their  number  by 
death  and  illness. 

With  all  of  the  beauty  and  spiri¬ 
tual  warmth  for  which  his  students 
and  friends  have  loved  him,  Dr. 
James  began  his  prayer  which  has 
since  been  reconstructed: 

Almighty  God,  who  didst  reveal 
thyself  of  old  in  thy  holy  Word, 
and  didst  choose  us  through  thy 
Church  to  make  a  revision,  of  the 
Hebrew  Scriptures  in  the  speech  of 
our  own  day ;  we  thank  thee  for  the 
privilege  thus  bestowed  upon  us, 
and  pray  that  our  work  may  be 
acceptable  in  thy  sight.  Vouch 
safe  to  speak  to  countless  hearts  in 
these  pages  over  which  we  have 
labored.  May  this  new  Version 
quicken  men’s  interest  in  the  Bi¬ 
ble,  and  teach  them  to  walk

With  the  end  of  the  work  on  the 
translation,  the  work  of  printing 
began.  It  is  hard  to  imagine  the 
tremendous  task  of  typesetting, 
galley  proofing,  proof  reading,  and 
page  proofing. 

“On  March  19,  1952,  the  presses 
began  their  grueling  task  of  print¬ 
ing  one  million  copies  of  the  new 
English  Bible,  the  largest  single 
commercial  printing  of  any  book  in 
the  history  of  printing  —  and  al¬ 
most  exactly  five  hundred  years  af¬ 
ter  the  first  book,  the  Guttenberg 
Bible,  had  been  printed  with  its 
ninety  copies!” 

This  new  translation  of  the  Old 
Testament  embodies  all  of  the 
changes  in  meaning  of  English 
words;  all  of  the  knowledge  deriv¬ 
ed  from  the  latest  discoverers;  and 
all  of  the  techniques  and  methods 
for  the  best  translation. 

One  of  the  most  obvious  changes 
in  this  new  translation  is  the 
abandonment  of  the  name  “Jeho¬ 
vah”  for  God  which  was  used  by 
the  American  Standard  Version 
and  the  return  to  the  procedure  of 
the  King  James  Version,  that  of  us¬ 
ing  the  name  LORD,  or  in  the 
same  cases  GOD  in  capital  letters.

Christian  Reader)  we  never  thought 
from  the  beginning,  that  we  should 
need  to  make  a  new  Translation, 
nor  yet  to  make  of  a  bad  one  a 
good  one.  .  .  but  to  make  a  good 
one  better. 

“The  Bible  is  more  than*a  his¬ 
torical  document  to  be  preserved. 
And  it  is  more  than  a  classic  of 
English  literature  to  be  cherished 
and  admired.  It  is  a  record  of 
God’s  dealing  with  men,  of  God’s 
revelation  of  Himself  and  His  will. 
It  records  the  Jffe  and  work  of 
Him  in  whom  the  Word  of  God  be¬ 
came  flesh  and  dwelt  among  men. 
The  Bible  carries  its  full  mes¬ 
sage,  not  to  those  who  regard  it 
simply  as  a  heritage  of  the  past  or 
praise  its  literary  style,  but  to 
those  who  read  it  that  they  may 
discern  and  understand  God’s 
Word  to  men.  That  word  must  not 
be  disguised  in  phrases  that  are 
no  longer  clear,  or  hidden  under 
words  that  have  changed  or  lost 
their  meaning.  It  must  s  t  a  n  u 
forth  in  language  that  is  direct 
and  plain  and  meaningful  to  people 
today.  It  is  our  hope  and  earnest 
prayer  that  this  Revised  Standaru 
Version  of  the  Bible  may  be  used 
by  God  to  speak  to  men  in  these 
momentous  times,  and  to  help 
them  to  understand  and  believe

An  important  case  where  recent 
scholarship  has  recovered  for  us 
deeper  meaning  which  has  not  ap¬ 
peared  in  previous  translations  is 
found  in  the  use  of  the  term  of

James’  “mercy”  and  the  Ameri¬ 
can  Standard’s  “loving  kindness.” 

The  closing  words  of  the  preface 
of  the  Revised  Standard  Version  of 
the  Bible  tell  us  what  this  new 
translation  is  and  what  its  editors 
hope  to  accomplish  through  it 

“The  Revised  Standard  Verify l 
is  not  a  new  translation  in  the  lan¬ 
guage  of  today.  It  is  not  a  para¬ 
phrase  which  aims  at  striking 
idioms.  It  is  a  revision  which 
seeks  to  preserve  all  that  is  best 
in  the  English  Bible  as  it  has 
been  known  and  used  through  the 
years.  It  is  intended  for  use  in 
public  and  private  worship,  not 
merely  for  reading  and  instruction. 
We  have  resisted  the  temptation  to 
use  phrases  that  are  merely  cur¬ 
rent  usage,  and  have  sought  to

j  vehicle  of  a  different  religious 
[  propaganda.  Much  time  and  effort 
j  have  oeen  expended  in  the  course 
of  the  Christian  centuries  in  call¬ 
ing  aiention  to  the  fact  that  the 
“church”  is  spoken  of  as  the  “ee- 
clesia”  of  God.  It  is,  as  we  know, 
a  formation  of  the  "called  out 
ones’.  But,  we  must  remember 
that  God’s  Word  says  something 
about  “those  whom  he  foreordain¬ 
ed,  them  he  also  called;  and  whom 
be  called,  them  he  also  justified”, 
etc.  In  exhorting  the  church  to  a 
spirit  of  unity,  Paul  said  in  the 
fourth  chapter  of  Ephesians.  “Walk 
worthy  of  the  calling  wherewith  ye 
were  called.  .  .  .”  There  can  be 
little  doubt,  therefore,  that  the 
Church  is  indissolubly  linked  with 
the  call  and  eternal  purpose  of 
God. 

Returning  to  our  opening 
Scripture  for  a  moment,  we  stand 
in  awe  over  the  profound  assertion 
by  Paul  that  “we  have  been  bless¬ 
ed  with  every  spiritual  blessing  in 
Christ.  .  .  and  that  “He  chose 
us  in  him  even  before  the  founds 
tion  of  the  world.  .  .  .*•  Let  the 
mind  attempt  to  grasp  that!  Let 
the  soul  rejoice  evermore!  Let  the 
heart  sing  forever  the  praise  of  our 
God!  W( 


The  average  person  has  -  .,iea- 
ger  conception  of  the  church  to 
which  he  belongs.  You  who  are 
messengers  or  visitors  to  this 
Convention  are  part  of  a  minority 
of  Southern  Baptists  who  have  a 
high  regard  for,  and  a  deep  inter¬ 
est  in,  the  church  to  which  you  be¬ 
long.  Most  of  our  attendance  is 
composed  of  preachers  and  their 
families;  our  laymen  come  only  in 
very  small  numbers.  The  great 
mass  of  our  people  back  home  are 
nominally  interested  in  their 
church;  some  of  them  work  in  it 
— and  diligently;  but  have  even 
those  of  us  here  the  concept  of  the 
Church  that  is  apparent  in  these 
passages  from  Paul's  pen?  The 
answer  is  obvious;  the  church  is 
magnificent-  -beyond  our  fondest 
contemplations — but  we  do  not 
grasp  its  eternality  and  its  signifi¬ 
cance!  f 

1  have  read  two  passages  from 
Paul  s  letter  to  the  Ephesians.  The 
scholars  tell  us  that  this  letter  was 
a  circular  letter  to  the  churches  in 
Asia  Minor  and  that  the  principles 
expressed  in  it  were  to  explain  the 
purpose  of  God  in  the  establish¬ 
ment  of  the  church  itself.  In  the 
former  passage.  Chapter  1,  verses 
1-8,  there  is  expressed  the  eter¬ 
nal  purpose  of  God  in  the  forma¬ 
tion  cl  the  Church;  in  the  latter. 
Chapter  3.  verses  8-11,  there  is  the 
almost  unbelievable  teaching  that 
the  church  was  set  in  the  world  to 
reveal  something  that  even  the  an¬ 
gels  themselves  did  not  know.  In 
other  options  of  the  Book  of  Ephe¬ 
sians  (here  is  seen  the  actuality  of 
unity  in  the  church  and  the  expec¬ 
tations  of  God  in  the  conduct  and 
character  of  those  who  make  up 
the  church.  J 

The  background  of  the  church 
lies  in  the  heart  of  God.  We  read 
in  the  16th  Chapter  of  Matthew  the 
first  mention  our  Lord  made  of  his 
church,  and  we  are  prone  to  desig 
nate  that  experience  as  the  begin 
ning  ot  such  an  institution.  We  even 
follow  the  growth  of  the  visible  or¬ 
ganization  known  as  the  New  Tes¬ 
tament  Church  and  note  the  pro 
gressive  principle  in  it  until  John 
leaves  us  in  the  ’.tevelation  with 
the  assurance  of  the  eternal  tri¬ 
umph  of  the  Bride  of  Christ.  Most 
of  us  will  not  put  a  point  of  origin 
on  the  Church  because  we  feel  that 
it  was  a  gradual  development  from 
the  call  of  the  twelve  to  the  coming 
of  the  Holy  Spirit  on  the  Day  of 
Pentecost.  We  setle  the  matter 
for  all  practical  purposes,  how 
ever,  by  saying  the  church  began 
when  Jesus  said,  "On  this  rock  I 
will  build  my  church.”

from  the  churches.  Paul  makes 
this  clear  to  the  discerning  reader 
in  this  Book  of  Ephesians.  H  e 
speaks  of  the  Church  as  the  “body* 
of  Christ;  and  of  Christ,  as  the 
“head”.  He  is  thus  speaking  of  all 
the  redeemed  through  Him;  indi¬ 
viduals  who  have  been  regenerated 
through  faith  in  his  redeeming 
work  and  who  walk  in  His  will. 
To  deny  the  all-inclusive  purpose 
of  God  in  fashioning  his  Church 
out  of  all  the  redeemed  is  to  fall 
short  of  the  plan  of  redemptive 
love. 

Christians  ot  etuj  u.urcn  and 
of  no  church  are  in  the  concept  of 
the  Church.  We  may  deny — a  n  d 
correctly— the  doctrine  of  the  Uni¬ 
versal  Church;  but  we  cannot  — 
that  is,  we  must  not — be  unaware 
of  the  organic  unity  of  those  who 
have  been  redeemed  in  tbe  Spiri¬ 
tual  Church.  Only  thus  can  we  in¬ 
terpret  Paul  in  his  analogy  of  the 
church  and  the  Body  of  Christ  As 
head,  Christ  can  have  but  one 
body;  tbe  redeemed  are  that  body, 
and  all  feliow-Christians,  of  what¬ 
ever  faith  or  creed,  who  share  a 
common  regenerative  experience 
make  up  that  Church.  Conversely, 
it  follows  that  simply  to  belotlg  to 
an  institutional  church  does  not 
mean  that  we  are  a  part  of  His 
Church.  Let  us  as  Baptists  ever 
rejoice  that  we  have  held,  always,  1 
that  regeneration  —  not  church 
membership— is  the  fund*  rrvotal 
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we  who  make  up  His 
church,  chosen  before  the  founda¬ 
tion  of  tbe  world— blessed  every 
way  in  Christ!

Before  the  formless  world  on 
which  we  now  live  took  shape 
before  the  sightless  mists  gave 
way  to  the  dawn  of  creatioo’s 
eerie  light;  before  our  spinning 
sphere  took  shape  in  the  manner  at 
seas  and  shores;  hills  and  valleys;

WACO,  Tex.  —(BP)  —Baylor 
University  is  one  of  the  19  non-tax- 
supported  Texas  colleges  form¬ 
ing  the  Texas  Foundation  of  Volun¬ 
tarily  Supported  Colleges  and  Uni¬ 
versities,  which  in  Dallas  has  re¬ 
ceived  the  approval  of  the  Execu¬ 
tive  Board  of  the  Baptist  General 
Convention  of  Texas. 

The  Baylor  board  of  trustees 
had  already  approved  the  univer¬ 
sity’s  membership  in  the  founda¬ 
tion  subject  to  approval  by  the 
Baptist  Board. 

Representatives  from  the  19  col¬ 
leges  and  universities  forming  the 
foundation  will  meet  at  Baylor 
University  Union  Building  Sept. 
26,  to  complete  organization  ot  the 
foundation. 

Eight  of  the  foundation  colleges 
are  Baptist  sponsored.  The  Baptist 
board’s  action  amounted  to  a  go- 
ahead  signal  for  the  Texas  Baptist 
colleges  and  universities  to  join 
the  foundation. 

The  foundation  represents  a  unit¬ 
ed  appeal  by  private  Texas  col¬ 
leges — faced  with  money  problems 
— to  big  corporations  for  money.

Cigarette  fmoking  Linked 
To  Rise  In  Lung  Cancer

Hits  Wine-Makers 


Alarming  increase  in  lung  can¬ 
cer  mortality  plus  significant  rise 
in  cigarette  consumption  prompt 
medical  authoiities  to  examine  the 
smoking  as  a  major  “suspect”. 

A  startling  correlation  between 
the  staggering  increase  in  lung 
cancer  and  the  ever  rising  con¬ 
sumption  o'  cigarettes  is  made  in 
an  article  entitled  “Smokers  Are 
Getting  Scared!”  in  the  October  is¬ 
sue  of  Christian  Herald. 

Ray  Norr,  author  of  the  article, 
cites  a  recent  study  published  in 
the  Journal  of  the  American  Medi¬ 
cal  Association  which  reveals  that 
in  1914  only  442  men  and  166  wo¬ 
men  died  from  cancer  of  the  lung 
and  larynx.  Now,  however,  the 
same  disease  kills  19,000  men  and 
5  000  women  each  year.  During 
the  same  period  the  use  of  ciga¬ 
rettes  has  r'sen  steadily  to  the 
present  rate  of  400  billion  units  an¬ 
nually. 

Norr  points  out  that  “no  one 
questions"  tne  effect  of  tobacco  as 
an  irritant  to  the  muCouk  lining  of 
-the  mouth  nose  and  throat,  that  it 
aggravates  hoarseness,  coughing, 
chronic  bronchitis  and  tonsilitis, 
that  it  may  be  suicidal  in  cases  of 
Vgastric  and  duodenal  ulcers,  that 
it  interferes  with  normal  digestion, 
contracts  the  blood  vessels,  raises 
the  blood  pressure,  increases  the 
heart  rate  He  adds:  “In  many 
involvements  of  heart  disease  — 
the  greatest  killer  of  modern  times 
— the  first  order  from  the  doctor  is 
to  cut  out  «moking  immediately.” 

Recently,  be  continues,  the  role 
of  cigarette  smoking  as  a  direct 
cause  of  cancer  of  the  respiratory 
t'act  is  get'ing  more  and  more  pro¬ 
fessional  attention.  An  investigation 
by  the  Medical  Research  Council  of 
England  and  Wales  concludes  that 
“aL  ve  the  age  of  45,  the  risk  of 
developing  the  disease  (lung  can¬ 
cer)  increases  in  simple  proportion 
with  the  amount  smoked,  and  may 
be  50  times  as  great  among  those 
who  smoked  25  or  more  cigarettes 
daily  as  among  “non-smokers.” 

Cancer  of  the  stomach,  Norr 
points  out,  had  been  the  laigest 
cause  of  cancer  mortality  for  many 
years,  but  in  1949  over  twice  as 
many  patients  with  cancer  of  the 
lung  as  with  gastric  cancer  were 
admitted  to  the  Memorial  Hospi¬ 
tal  in  New  York.  He  quotes  Dr. 

Alton  Ochsner,  former  president  of 
the  American  Cancer  Society  and 
director  of  the  famous  Ochsner 
Clinic  in  New  Orleans  as  saying: 

“It  is  frightening  to  speculate  on 
the  possible  number  of  bronchogen¬ 
ic  (lung  and  larynx)  cancers  that 
might  develop  as  the  result  of  the 
tremendous  number  of  cigarettes 
consumed  in  the  two  decades  from 
1930  to  1950.” 

After  noting  that  other  authori¬ 
ties  make  similar  correlation  be- . 
tween  smoking  and  lung  cancer,  | 

Norr  proposes  a  four  point  Prevent 
Cancer  Campaign  that  will  drama¬ 
tise  the  perilous  threat  of  tobacco. 

He  would:  Alert  the  public  to  the 
danger;  stop  the  fake  testimonials 
which  help  instill  the  habit  in  ado¬ 
lescents;  rip  off  the  mask  from 
cigarette  claims  by  publicizing, 
among  other  facts,  that  cigarettes^ 
contain  chemicals  both  harmful! 

and  deadly;  and,  fourth,  “break J  blackest  social  crimes  of  our  days.
